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Ninth  Annual  Report. 


PJDHE  presentation  of  the  Ninth  Annual  Report  and  State¬ 
ment  of  Accounts  by  the  Management  Committee  of 
the  Hospital  is  another  step  up  the  ladder  of  a  succession  of 
Reports,  each  one  vieing  with  the  other  to  prove  more  suc¬ 
cessful  than  its  predecessor. 

Dr.  Jti .  WATTHEWS. 

The  first  duty  in  the  presentation  of  this  Report  is  for 
the  Management  Committee  to  convey  to  the  family  of  Dr. 
Watthews  the  very  great  concern  and  sincere  sympathy  which 
is  felt  by  them  in  the  prolonged  illness  of  Dr.  Watthews. 
During  the  years  of  the  Hospital’s  existence,  Dr.  Watthews 
has  been  a  pillar  of  strength,  not  in  any  outward  show  mam- 
tested  to  the  public,  but  in  a  quiet,  unassuming  manner.  He 
has  carried  out  the  traditions  of  a  noble  calling'  with  a 
sincerity  of  purpose.  The  Committee  ask  Mrs.  Watthews 
and  family  to  accept  their  sympathies  as  a,  tribute  to  one  who 
is  ever  in  the  hearts  and  minds  of  his  fellow-workers  m  the 
cause  of  the  Hospital. 

MARYS’  EFFORT. 

Following  on  the  visit  of  trier  Royal  Highness  Princess 
Alai}  in  August,  192 1,  the  Marys  ot  the  district  banded 
themselves  together  with  the  object  or  providing  the  where¬ 
withal  foi  luitiiei  additions  to  the  building  of  a  new  Hospital. 
Ihe  effort  was  eminently  successful,  the  sum  realised  being 
FG63  Is.  8d.,  which  has  proved  a  very  useful  contribution 
towards  the  further  extension  made,  with  the  result  that  there 
are  now  new  and  separate  Women’s  and  Children’s  Wards, 
together  with  all  the  offices  in  connection  thereto,  ready  for 
occupation.  These  are  far  in  advance  of  the  older  Wards, 
which  will  eventually  be  replaced  in  their  entirety.  It  is 
proposed  to  place  a  tablet  on  the  walls  of  the  New  Ward, 
acknowledging  the  work  of  the  “Marys”  in  connection  with 
the  Princess  Mary  Ward. 

Now  that  these  two  W ards  are  completed,  there  is  the 
necessity  of  going  forward  with  further  additions.  The 
Management  Committee  have  this  in  mind,  and  will,  before 
long,  be  able  to  come  to  a  decision  as  to  the  portion  to  be 
built  in  .1929,  thus  providing  another  link  towards  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  a  Hospital  worthy  of  the  district  and  the  people  who 
have  made  these  things  possible. 


Medical  Staff. —  I  he  Management  Committee  and  the 
public  in  general  are  very  greatly  indebted  to  the  Hon. 
Medical  Staff  for  their  work  in  the  cause  of  the  Hospital. 
Changes  have  been  made,  and  new  doctors  have  come  along 
since  the  opening  of  the  Hospital,  and  it  is  to  their  everlasting 
credit  that  they  have  stepped  into  the  wTork  with  the  same 
enthusiasm  and  a  desire  to  carry  on  the  work  so  admirably 
begun  by  their  predecessors.  Their  advice  and  co-operation 
in  the  building  of  the  new  Hospital  has  helped  very  materially 
in  the  work  already  completed. 

Nursing  Staff  . — The  Hospital  has  gone  forward  under 
the  capable  charge  of  the  Matron,  Miss  M.  H.  Roberts,  w7ho 
came  to  the  Hospital  at  a  trying  period  for  any  new  matron, 
and  has  borne  the  brunt  of  many  things  that  have  not 
appeared  on  the  surface,  a  fact  that  anyone  with  inside  know¬ 
ledge  can  appreciate. 

Secretary. — in  the  first  report,  nine  years  ago,  one  reads  : 
“The  Institution  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  a  vast  amount 
of  voluntary  labour.”  No  one  realised  how  much  that  would 
grow7,  so  to-day  it  makes  it  difficult  to  convey  what  is  done 
by  our  Hon.  Sec.,  Mr.  Charlesworth,  and  at  what  sacrifice. 

Central  Workpeople’s  Committee. — This  Committee, 
although  subsidiary  to  the  Management  Committee,  fulfils 
most  useful  service  to  the  Hospital  in  the  collecting  and  re¬ 
mitting  of  the  workpeople’s  contributions,  reaching  the  mag¬ 
nificent  sum  of  <£1605  13s.  4d.  Such  a  result  as  this  means 
that  no  pains  have  been  spared  by  the  collectors  and  others 
connected  with  this  sphere  of  work.  At  the  same  time,  six¬ 
teen  members  of  this  Committee  are  elected  annually  by 
ballot  for  seats  on  the  Management  Committee,  and  the 
choice  of  representatives  is  proved  by  the  work  of  the  latter 
Committee  year  by  year. 

Statistics. — These  show  that  336  patients  have  been 
admitted  during  the  year,  against  356  the  year  previous,  the 
average  number  in  residence  daily  being  18.4.  249  Opera¬ 

tions  have  been  performed,  ag'ainst  208  the  previous  year, 
and  44  Maternity  Patients  have  been  admitted  to  the 
Institution. 

Massage  and  Electrical  Treatment. — Mrs.  Dobson  has 
been  busily  engaged,  and  has  given  2073  treatments  to  92 
Out-Patients,  and  14-7  treatments  to  11  In-Patients,  being  167 
treatments  more  than  in  1927. 

X=Ray  Examinations. — The  Management  Committee 
have  once  again  to  thank  Miss  Lewis  for  her  gratuitous  work 
in  this  branch  of  hospital  work.  There  have  been  210  ex¬ 
aminations,  against  195  previously. 


DISTRICT  NURSING. 

The  District  work  of  the  Hospital  is  a  very  essential 
feature,  and  is  at  once  a  blessing-  and  a  boon  to  the  people, 
and  the  Nurses  of  the  “outside  staff”  are  to  be  congratulated 
on  the  way  in  which  their  work  has  been  carried  on.  The 
following  figures  speak  for  themselves  : — 

District  Nurses. — Nurse  Haigh,  Holmfirth,  paid  180G 
visits  to  277  patients;  and  Nurse  Leather,  New  Mill,  paid 
1888  visits  to  160  patients. 

District  Maternity  Nurses. — Nurse  Mellor,  Holmfirth, 
paid  1162  visits  to  96  patients;  and  Nurse  Broadbent,  New 
Mill,  592  visits  to  42  patients. 

FINANCE. 

The  receipts  for  the  year  amount  to  £5,932  17s.  5d., 
together  with  £621  6s.  U^d.  brought  forward,  making  a 

grand  total  of  £6554  3s.  5^d.  This  large  amount  is  partly 
due  to  the  receipts  of  the  late  Mr.  Wright  Wood's  legacy  ot 
£1,000  (less  duty)  during  the  financial  year.  in  addition, 
there  have  been  legacies  of  £100  13s.  7d.  from  the  estate 

oi  the  late  Mrs.  bar  ah  Hinchliffe,  South  Lane,  Holmfirth, 
and  £10  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Miss  Mary  Hannah  Hirst, 
Hinchliffe  Mill,  to  whose  forethought  for  the  legacies  thus 
provided  the  Committee  are  deeply  grateful.  the  actual 
expenditure  amounts  to  £3125  18s.,  in  addition  to  which 

£385  7s.  id.  has  been  paid  on  Children’s  Ward  Account, 
£920  on  Women’s  Ward  Account,  and  £920  12s.  Od.  to 

Endowment  F und  Account,  leaving  a  balance  in  hand  on 
December  31st,  1928,  of  £1,202  6s.  4^d. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  there  are  very  many  individuals  in  the 
Holmfirth,  Holme  and  New  Mill  Districts  to  whom  very  great 
thanks  are  extended.  These  obviously  cannot  all  be  men¬ 
tioned  by  name,  but  to  one  and  all  who  have  done  even  the 
smallest  thing  in  the  name  of  the  Hospital  must  have  come 
that  feeling  of  satisfaction  which  comes  of  services  rendered 
to  those  who  are  unable  to  help  themselves.  More  helpers 
of  this  kind  are  needed,  therefore  the  Management  Committee 
look  to  YOU.
